Lebanese nationalist forces repelled an 
Israeli attempt to infiltrate the coast early 
Friday night between Sidon and Damour. An 
Israeli patrol craft was damaged in an 
exchange of fire, he said. 

The Lebanese government radio reported 
that Israeli soldiers advanced into south cen- 
tral Lebanon near Chaqr.;. 

It was the third straight day that Israel had 
mounted wide-ranging attacks. On Thursday 
night an estimated six persons were killed and 
12 wounded by Israeli incursions and 
Israeli-conservative bombardments. 

Authoritative Palestinian sources said 
Israel had escalated military operations to 
put the Palestinian commandos on the defen- 
sive so they could not launch attacks inside 
Israel. 

In Washington the U.S. State Department, 
responding to the Israeli military attack into 
Southern Lebanon, said Friday cross-border 
operations in either direction do nothing to 
solve the problems of the area. 

Department spokesman Thomas Res ton 
made the comment after the Israeli attack on 
Southern Lebanon.

RIYADH, May 17 (SPA) — The 

Ministry of Agriculture and Water will 
take over the management and operation 
of Jeddah’sgiant water project from Biok- 
azt company. Minister Dr. Abdul Rahman 
Al- Sheikh said Saturday. 

The company’s contract will expire 
early November, he said. He added that 
Saudi personnel were capable of manning 
the project successfully as they did earlier 
in Riadh. He said the Saudi team has been 
given wide powers to handle the job 
directly and quickly without any routiniv- 
tic complications. 

The minister added that the decision 
against the renewal of SR322 milli on con- 
tract with Biokat was taken after pro- 
longed studies by a special department of 
the ministry. Besides, earlier experiences 
have proved that native technicians were 
capable of manning such public works, he 
said. 

In addition to the achievements of 



Abdul Rahman AI Sheikh , the 
rf agriculture and water resources 
Saudi personal in undertaking important 
projects, he said, the decision against the 
renewal of the contract will save the treas- 
ury SR252 million, in view of the fet that 
the five-year operation and maintence by 
the ministry 5 s personnel will not cost more 
then SR70 million. 

AL Sheikh said the company has been 
informed of the ministry's decision, and 
added that the project will be taken over 
by the Saudi team in accordance with a 
specified time schedule. 

After the Jeddah desalination plant and 
Riyadh water project, the Jeddah water 
supply project is the third major project to 
have come under direct management of 
Saudi nationals, the minister said.

Arabs to buy majority share

WASHINGTON. May 17 — A group of 
Arab investors headed by Sheikh Kamal 
Adham is dose to acquiring controlling inter- 
est in Washington's third largest banking 
company, the * ‘Washington Post* ' 
reported Friday. 

The Post said the controlling stockholders 
of Financial General Bankshares. Inc. have 
agreed on a price to sell their stock to the 
Arab investors, who have held 20 per cent of 
the company’s shares since 1977. 

The agreement, involving sale of about $ 


1 60 million in Finandal General stock, could 
be finalized this weekend, the newspaper 
said. 

Minor technical details of the takeover are 
now being negotiated, it added. The paper 
said these details were “unlikely to prevent a 
final agreement. 1 ' Finandal General is now 
controlled by a group beaded by Chairman 
B.E. Saul JI. a prominent local real estate 
investor, and company President William 
Middeodorf. former secretary of the navy.

Begin will not change position on autonomy 


TEL AVIV, May 1 7 (R) — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin has told the United States 
that Israel will not change iis position on key 
issues of the Palestinian autonomy talks, 
despite Egypt’s protests. Egypt said it would 
not resume the stalled negotiations because 
of an Israeli law to make Jerusalem the undi- 
vided capital of the Zionist state. 

But after discussing the dispute with U.S. 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis, Begin told 
reporters: “our position on Jerusalem has 
long been crystal dear and it is the great 
consensus of Israeli opinion that Jerusalem 
shall remain our capital and never again be 
divided." 

“We are not going to change our position 
in connection with Jerusalem being the capi- 
tal city, an indivisible city,” Begin said, “and 
we are not going to change our position con- 
cerning security 


Israel was willing to continue negotiating, 
he said, but be signaled his government's 
pique at the last week of ups and downs as 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat kept both 
Israel and the United States off balance 
regarding the future of the negotiations on 
Palestinian self-rule in the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

“ A new date for holding the talks can be set 
only in consultations with Israel,'’ Begin said 
after a meeting with Lewis, who returned 
Thursday from consultations in Washington 
on the stalled negotiations. 

“How can anyone imagine,” Begin said, 
that because of another surprise postpone- 
ment we should change our basic positions.” 
After that round of talks ended on May 7, 
Sadat called off the sessions that were to have 
taken place this week. Then Wednesday 
Sadat 5 s address to parliament seemed to indi- 


cate willingness to start again, but on Thurs- 
day Egyptian officials said it was impossible 

to resume. . . 

■They’ve changed four times in eight day, 

one Israeli official complained, adding that 
Tel Aviv had given up asking for clarification 
and had decided to sit coolly to see what 
happens next. 

Ambassador Lewis said Washington was 
seeking clarification from Cairo, and he 
reported he had brought a message to Begin 
from President Jimmy Carter stressing the 
“importance of continuing in an intensive 
way.- 

Begin said Lewis told him the United 
States had taken an initiative to renew the 
talks. But according to the available evidence 
the U.S. move — its nature wasn’ t disclosed 
— was based on the situation before Egypt’ s 
announcement Thursday that the talks were 
off. 


Arafat prepared to help Cuba fight against Americans 


BEIRUT, May 17 (AP) - Yasser Arafat 
has declared he’s prepared to send his Pales- 
tinian commandos to fight alongside the 
Cubans against the Americans. 

“The joint command of the Lebanese- 
Palestmian forces is fully prepared to fight in 
defense of Cuba and its people", Arafat told 
a mixed rally of Palestinians and nationalist 
Lebanese here, marking the day of solidarity 

'"stabbing the air with his fist at toe Arab 
University's main auditorium, Arafat told a 
cheering crowd that the “struggle against 


American imperialism everywhere is indivis- 
ible.” 

“We tell our comrade (Cuban leader Fidel) 
Castro that Cuba is underpressure and har- 
assment in the Caribbean, and that we are 
alert against America in the Arabian Sea and 
the Indian Ocean,” said Arafat “The Arab 
shield here will protect the Cubans there, and 
the Cuban shield there will protect the Arabs 
here.”

America’s bridgehead. Israel, is preparing for 


a large-scale aggression on Southern Leba- 
non and elsewhere.”

Zia scores Israel 
settlement policies

ISLAMABAD, May 17 — Pakistani Pres- 
ident Zia ul-Haq opened the 11th Islamic 
foreign ministers conference here Saturday 
afternoon with a stinging attack on Israeli 
settlement policies in occupied Arab lands. 

Pakistan s leader said Israel continues" to 
flout all canons of morality, justice, and univ- 
ersally accepted principles of international 
behavior" by expanding the colonization of 
Jewish settlements. His remarks came just 
three days after an Israeli announcement of 
plans to set up 29 additional West Bank set- 
tlements by the end of I9S3. 

President Zia said the so-called Israeli 
peace efforts are in reality “ a cloak for her 
desire to perpetuate the occupation of Arab 
lands. “ He said the conference will take up 
the problem of alien occupation of the Al 
Aqsa mosque in Arab Jerusalem and the 
plight of the Palestinian refugees along with 
other items on a busy five-day agenda. 

Earlier in the day. the conference's 
Jerusalem committee unanimously agreed to 
recommend that the foreign ministers call for 
an emergency session of the United Nations 
Security Council to discuss the latest Israeli 
moves. A draft resolution submitted by the 
PLO representative asking for the spedal 
U.N. session was approved by the committee 
and will be forwarded to the ministers' con- 
ference. 

President Zia urged the foreign ministers 
to “ come up with p rati cal remedies ” for the 
“ new challenges” that are threatening the 
sovereignty and independence of Muslim 
countries. One of the most serious threats 
referred to in his remarks involves the Soviet 
military invasion of neighboring Afghanis- 
tan, a situation of grave concern here. The 
Pakistani leader said Muslim nations must 
vehemently oppose the Soviet military pres- 
ence in Afghanistan, but he also said the con- 
ference delegates should oppose the deploy- 
ment of United States naval forces now 
stationed near the coast of Iran. 

His inaugural speech listed the four main 
problem areas as the Afghanistan occupa- 
tion. the Iran situation. Israds policies of 
occupation and superpower meddling in the 
affairs of smaller countries. President Zia 
reiterated Pakistan's support for any interna- 
tional effort leading to the withdrawal of 
Soviet troops from Afghanistan, but he also 
pledged to continue to care for an estimated 
750,000 Afghan refugees now in his country. 

Zia called the Middle East another impor- 
tant area of conflict, saying there can be no 
lasting peace in the area until the Palestinian 
peoples ‘ rights to self-determination are 
acknowledged and Israel withdraws from all 
occupied territories. His speech reflected 
strong support for the PLO position of grave 
concern over the recent Israeli parliament 
approval to annex all of Jerusalem and shift 
the capital there from Tel Aviv. 

Zia said his country whole-heartedly sup- 
ports the Islamic revolution in Iran, and be 
criticized the recent U.S. military operation 
to rescue the American embassy hostages, 
saying the crisis can be resolved only by 
peaceful negotiations. He also called on the 
conference delegates to give serious attention 
during the five-day series erf meetings to the 
superpower^ continuing trend of interfer- 
ence in the affairs of smaller nations. 

Foreign Minister Prince Saud Al-Faisal. 
who arrived in Islamabad late Friday was 
involved in consultations here most of the 
day. His presence gives apparent support to 
Pakistan, especially on the issue of Soviet 
intervention in Afghanistan. As the host 
country, Pakistan hopes the Saudi Arabian 
preseonce will help to allay some differences 
in positions among various countries that 
could evelve into major disagreements. The 
divergence of views held by Algeria. Syria, 
the PLO and South Yemen on th subject of 
the Soviet invasion have placed Pakistan in a 
somewhat embarrassing position. 

The conference delegates elected Pakistani 
Foreign Minister Agha Shahi chairman of the 
conference. He offered his country’s cooper- 
ation with any move by the Gulf countries 
that might realize the hope of maintaining the 
region as a zone free from any superpower 
rivalry or military presence. The foreign 
minister said the Islamic world has become 
the primary focus of contention between the 
two major world powers. He said the Gulf oil 
resources are a prize that both of th major 
powers would like to secure. 

Agha Shahi said Pakistan will as what a 
strengthening of security among Islamic 
countries be considered in a comprehensive 
way. As a starting point, he suggested that the 
concept of Islamic unity and community of 
interest needs to be emphasized. He said it 
would be proper to concentrate on the pool- 
ing of expertise and training facilities where 
the prospects for agreement now exist. He 
called for joint efforts to establish zones free 
of nuclear weapons in Africa, the Middle 
East and Southern Asia, and advocated a 
common approach by the Islamic conference 
countries to upcoming negotiations at the 
United Nations on world economic relations. 

The confernce will meet in dosed sessions 
until the final session May 21. which will 
again be open to the media and guests.

Ministers adopt

ISLAMABAD. May 17 — The 
Jerusalem Committee of the Islamic Con- 
ference Saturday asked Islamic foreign 
ministers to call a U.N. Security Council 
session to prevent Israel from changing 
the status of the Holy City. The committee 
which held a two-hour session here Satur- 
day morning, unanimously - adopted a 
PLO draft resolution on the problem. 

Conference spokesman Kacem Zehri 
told newsmen that the resolution calling 
for “Security Council meeting was based 
on the fact that Israeli parliament (the 
Kenesset) has status of Jerusalem. The 
Israeli plan, he said, was to convert the city 
into the permanent capital of Israel by 
shifting all government institutions and 
the presidency to Jerusalem. 

The spokesman told the questioner that 
the details of the PLO draft resolution are 
subject to consideration and approval by 
the foreign ministers conference and, as 
such, could not be disclosed at this stage. 
Asked about the attitude of Islamic block 
in case Washington vetoed such move in 
the Security Council, the spokesman said 
that the attitude of the U.S. toward such a 
resolution will be “the concern of' the 
American government”. 

The spokesman said that the U.S. * had 
opposed Israeli moves to change status of 
Jerusalem in past and it may not consider 
it appropriate to veto such resolution. 
However, if the veto does come, the fore- 
ign minister would consider the situation, 
he added. 

Zehri said that the Moroccan represen- 
tative had presented a report of the com- 
mittee's last session which was presided by 
King Hasan II. He said that OIC 
Secretary- General Habib Chatti gave 
broad outlines of the plan to be carried out 
on the question of Palestine, 


Dhahran building site

Regulations governing die sale, lending and 
recording of videotapes in video and film- 
shops were issued by Dr. Yamani, Recording 
and the circulation of films and videotapes 
containing materials inconsistent with the 
teachings of Islamic law, the general norms of 
morality, local traditions and the country's 
security were banned. 

The regulations also halted the sale, lend- 
ing, recording, distributing and screening of 

films and videotapes by persons, companies 
or establishments without a permit from the 
Directorate General of Publications. 

The statute said the purpose of films and 
tapes must be to guide the viewers toward 
nobler goals, spread culture and knowledge 
and provide seemly entertainment. 

The directorate general was authorized to 
screen imported films as well as those 
recorded locally, before they are permitted 
for circulation. The directorate insures that 
these do not contain material that is incom- 
patible with Islamic teachings. 

The ministry’s regulations specified the 
conditions to be met by a shop before a per- 
mit is granted. It must be far from mosques 
and not to be in a flat with an uncovered 
facade. The owner must manage it on a full- 
time basis. 

A period of three months, which has just 
expired, was given for existing film and video 
shops to conform with the provisions of the 
statute. The owners of existing shops have 
been given one month to prepare and present 
to the Directorate General of Publications a 
list of available films anf videotapes, and sur- 
render all films and videotapes, that con- 
travene the provisions of the statute. 

The owners also declared that they have no 
other films and videotapes with them. The 
statute specifies a variety of sanctions to 
insure adhereace to its provisions.

Ministers pray at King Faisal Mosque 


ISLAMABAD, May 17 (SPA) — Pakistan 
President Zia ul-Haq and Islamic foreign 
ministers participating in the Islamic foreign 
ministers' conference performed Friday 
prayers at the completed part of King Faisal 
Mosque in Islamabad. 

President Zia told SPA that the Pakistani 
people hailed King Faisal’s efforts to unite 
Muslims. He praised the Kingdom for its 
leading role in the advancement of Islam and 
other Islamic issues all over the worid. 

He pointed out the Kingdom’s assistance in 
building the mosque that is due to open next 
year, at a cost of $35 million, donated by the 
late King Faisal. 


Work on the 46 acre mosque began in 
November 1 976. It has a main prayer hall of 
51.984 square feet that provides room for 

10.000 prayer. Its four minerets axe 285 feet 
high and the mosque has a women’ s gallery 
located on the mezzanine floor for 1 .500. 

The entrance verandah has a capacity for 

2.000 persons and is located East of the mos- 
que structure. The main structure in itself 
resembles the form of a pyramidal tent built 
with modem technology coupled with inspi- 
ration from the 5 , 000 -year old traditions of 
the area. 

The main courtyard takes 40,000 persons 
and the covered porticos has a praying capac- 


ity for 22.000 persons. A northern courtyard 
also takes 20,000 prayers. 

Ablution space for 200 people at a time, 
parking facility for 400 cars and stands for 

2,000 cycles have been included. There is an 
Islamic research institute, museum, 1. library, 
auditorium, office space "for mosque 
administration and housing for staff. 

The project was split into two phases, both 
awarded to the National Construction Com- 
pany of Pakistan. The foundation stone was 
laid by King Khaled in October, 1976, when 
he visited Pakistan. Work on the project is to 
be completed by the last day of 1980.

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Freed journalist speaks out 

Afghanistan detainees 
face inhuman tortures

RAWALPINDI. May 17 — A senior 
Pakistani journalist who returned here Fri- 
day night after 96 days detention in Kabul 
Saturday said that political prisoners in 
Afghanistan were being subjected to most 
inhuman tortures by pro- Communist regime 
of Babrak Karmal. 

Syed Mulch tar H assail, toldArah News that 
after his arrest on Feb. 10, he was kept in the 
prime minister’s jail which is part of a huge 
complex that bouses the secretariat and resi- 
dence of the Afghan prime minister. He dis- 
closed that a number of former Afghan gen- 
erals, dismissed governors, diplomats and 
key officials of the ousted Khalq faction of 
the ruling People’s Democratic Party had 
also been lodged in this jail. These Commun- 
ist officials who were most critical of the, 
Karmal regime and Soviet invasion of their 
country, however still believed that Com- 
munism would triumph in Afghanistan. 

Hassan said that he was lucky to be softly 
treated by his Russian and Afghan inter- 


Seven killed 
in Turkish 
violence 


ANKARA, May 17 (AFP) — Seven per- 
sons have been killed in renewed violence in 
Turkey in the last 24 hours, informed sources 
said here Saturday. 

Four of them died in Tokat province 430 
kilometers north east of here — a cafe owner 
and a customer gunned down by masked 
men. and a dentist and a student lolled in the 
street. 

Authorities Saturday also announced the 
arrest in southeast Turkey in the last seven 
months of 96 militants from the illegal 
Marxist- Leninist People's Revolutionary 
Union of the Turkish Co mmunis t Party. 

They were accused in connection with the 
death of three persons and the creation of 
“free zones" in the Elbistan area, an 
announcement said. The organization's fugi- 
tive leader was said to be an Armenian. 


rogatois who included psychatarists, “ Some 
time they would threaten to hand me over to 
what they called ‘professional interrogators’ 
but I used to tell them that I was already with 
the professionals," he remarked. He said 
that he was kept in solitary confinement for 
40 days and his interrogation sometimes 
spread over 16 hours a day. 

The journalist said that like other prisoners 
he was never produced before any court but 
was served a charge sheet on 88th day of his 
detention. The 11 charges, he said, included 
espionage. 

Hassan said that the only purpose of his 
prolonged interrogation was to secure prop- 
aganda material against Pakistan and proofs 
of Pakistan's involvment in the uprisings in 
Afghanistan. He said after his interrogation 
he was shifted to an ordinary jail where a 
small barrack was housing about 400 prison- 
ers. “ I couldn’t take a bath for 50 days. ” he 
said. 

Hassan, 39, who has lost 15 pounds said 
that his memory was sharply affected by the 
continued interrogations. He said despite 
repeated requests he was not allowed to con- 
tact the Pakistan embassy in Kabul or send a 
letter to his family. 

He said that suicide attempts were very 
common in Afghan jails where prisoners 
were subjected to latest techniques in physi- 
cal and mental tortures. 

Hassan who traveled in a passenger bys 
from Kabul to Torkham (Pakistan border 
post) said that their convoy of about 100 
vehicles was escorted by Soviet helicopter 
gunships flying overhead. The convoy, he 
said, took more than six hours to cover 147 
kilometers between Kabul and eastern city of 
Jalalabad. 

During the journey he spotted at least 23 
destroyed tanks and military vehicles and five 
bridges blown up by freedom fighters. . 

Hassan, correspondent of right-wing daily 
Jasarat was arrested in Kabul on Feb. 10 
when he was about to return to his country 
after a month long tour of Afghanistan during 
which he witnessed the popular uprising in 
Herat, near the Iranian border, which 
claimed hundreds of lives, before it was put 
down by Russian troops. 

Hassan said that his note book and camera 
had been confiscated by Afghan authorities. 


British Conservative group 
to back Palestinian rights 


London Bureau 

LONDON, May 1 7 — A struggle seems to 
be developing in the Conservative Party to 
influence the British government s approach 
to the Arab-Israeli conflict. 

A Conservative Middle East Council 
which will be generally sympathetic to the 
Arab cause is due to be setup at Westminister 
next week. 

A Conservative Friends of Israel group has 
already been active among MPs and peers for 
several years. 

Chairman of the new group will be back- 
bencher Dennis Walters (Westbury) a long- 
standing supporter of the Arab cause. 

“We expect initially there will be 30 mem- 
bers in the group. Our basic objective win be 
to support the government in its Middle East 
initiatives to promote good relations between 
Britain and die Arab world. We shall advo- 
cate the acceptance of the Palestinian right to 
self-determination without which you cannot 
have a real settlement in the Middle East" 
Walter said. 

But in addition to a supportive role, he 
confirmed that the council may well advocate 
initiatives for the government to take — 
including a European initiative in consulta- 
tion with the PLO to establish a Palestinian 


state. 

“Of course the Palestinians must have a 
state”, Walters told Arab News, “but it is up 
to them to decide what they want So we must 
talk to them." 

“There has been too much concern about 
the British government recognizing the 
PLO," he went on. “The government doesn’t 
recognize an organization not in control of a 
country: dearly the case with the PLO. We 
advocate discussions with the PLO on a 
European basis." 

The idea to set up a Conservative Middle 
East grouping is not new, he said. Its incep- 
tion now, to coindde with the imminent fail- 
ure of the Camp David talks is to take full 
advantage of the vacuum in British foreign 
affairs now that the Rhodesian negotiations 
are successfully completed. v 

Recent weeks have setn intense behind- 
the-scenes activity at Westminister as Britain 
has taken the lead m urging a European Mid- 
dle East initiative. 

Mrs. Thatcher 3 s attitude to the Middle East 
has fascinated both Arab and Israeli suppor- 
ters.

Qaddafi 
determined 
to crush 
opponents 

ROME, May 17 (AP) — Libyan leader 
Col. Muammar Qaddafi has launched his stif- 
fest wave of repression to date to crush 
opposition from the wealthy classes of Libyan 
society who object to his nationalization of 
the economy, according to sources know- 
ledgeable in Libyan affairs. 

In the view of European businessmen and 
scholars who have recently lived in the North 
African country or traveled there, Qaddaff s 
1978 call for workers to seize control of all 
factories and offices and virtual outlawing of 
private property have alienated many erf the 
people who got rich in the boom that fol- 
lowed his own 1969 bloodless coup. 

As a result, an influential and well-to-do 
sector of Libyan society has come to dislike 
Oaddaffs rule. That in tom has led to the 
growth of disgruntled Libyans at home and 
an organized opposition movement among 
exiles abroad, the European sources say. One 
source said the overseas opposition was cen- 
tered in London. 

The charismatic, extremist Qaddafi has 
struck back hard to nip the movement in the 
bud before it gathers momentum. 

Several published reports and web-placed 
European sources claim that more than 2,000 
persons have been jailed in the past few 
months mi charges of corruption. Amnesty 
International, the London- based organiza- 
tion that monitors human rights violations, 
says several have been executed. Libya has 
not confirmed the reports but it rarely 
announces arrests or executions. 

The crackdown at home has been turned 
principally at high - rankin g officials in state- 
owned companies and particularly in finan- 
cial institutions, the sources said. 

“Qaddafi wants to make sure there isn’t 
anybody left to provide money for the oppos- 
ition," according to a businessman who 
recently was in Libya. 

The fresh repression has not been limited 
to Libya itself. European police believe that 
Oaddafi supporters were responsible for the 
murder of six exiled Libyans in Rome, Lon- 
don and Bonn in the past two months. All of 
the vic tims were prosperous and upper mid- 
dle class and were considered critics of Qad- 
dafi who has warned exiles to return home or 
be “physically eliminated." 

The recent crackdown is the most severe 
since Oaddafi, then a captain in the signal 
corps, and a group of colonels overthrew 
King Idris while die monarch was away in 
Turkey on Sept. 1, 1969. Qaddafi apparently 
enjoyed support from most sectors of Libyan 
society during the early years of Ins regime.

Small , sleepy town wakes up to tourism 


It was SJO a.m., and the "Welcome 
Station” was opening its doors. Two 
middle-aged women, displaying nobbly 
white legs beneath crumpled shorts, were 
first at the counter. “Where’s Billy's gas 
station?” “U Miss Lillian at home?" 
“Where does Gloria live?" 

Another day was beginning for the 
booming President Jimmy Carter tourist 
industry here in the tiny “City of Plains" 
(pop. 682), where the 39th President of 
the United States of America was born, 
brought up, and ran a business. 

Soon the first load ofS 2.50-a-time trip- 
pers would board the mock steam train, 
proudly emblazoned with the words “Billy 


Carters Peanut Express Tour”, for a 
20-minute drive round the sights — every 
one of which is naturally associated with 
Carter or his family. 

There is the hospital where he was born, 
the then segregated school where he was 
educated, the still segregated church 
where he worshipped, the houses where 
he and his family and his wife Rosalynn’s 
family lived, and the peanut warehouse 
where he made his living. 

“Downtown” Plains is one block of 
about half a dozen shops, all given over to 
Carter souvenirs. There’s the "Peanut 

Patch", and the “Peanut Museum", the 
antique shop run by cousin Hugh Carter.

who holds the seat in the Georgia Senate 
once occupied by Jimmy, and the railroad 
depot where Jimmy launched his Presi- 
dential campaign. The depot is now, of 
course, a souvenir shop. 

Carter pilgrims have revitalized the 
area with their iourist dollars. Shops that 
were formerly run by members of the 
owner's family now employ a staff; a 
traffic light has been installed in the center 
of town the police force has grown from 
one to Five: two expensive new restaur- 
ants, one with a French chef, have opened; 
there are fil e new shops, a new bank and 
post office, and a one-story municipal 
building. 

The public park has been spruced up, 
and a garden laid out as a gift from Plaint 
twinned town in Taiwan. The town water 
tower, which stands over three permanent 
mobile homes used as studios by the 
American TV networks when Carter is 
visiting, ha* been painted with the Stars 
and Stripes by a patriotic wellwisher from 
Florida. 

Property values have soared. A woman 
who withdrew her house from the market 
because she could" t get $ 12.000 for it 
three years ago sold it for$ 58.000 and a 
farm in the area is said to have changed 
hands for $ I million. 

Two papers have been launched. One, 
which appears spasmodically, was backed 
by Billy, and the other, a weekly, is owned 
by Hustler publisher Larry Flynt, 
Although ihis paper does have a “Carter 
Watch” column, it does try to tackle real 
news issues as well. 

One issue, under the ironic heading of 
“Georgia's historic homes”, tackled the 
appalling conditions under which many 
Negroes still live in this racially-divided 
community. The editor, Mary Lou Brown, 
found one old woman living in a hut with- 
out a window. Her article, which made 
comparisons be ween lavish spending on 
fittings for churches and the housing con- 
ditons she found, did not go down too well 
with many local people. 

Despite the years that have passed since 
official desegregation, south Georgians 
have not really changed their attitudes. 
When Carter’s old school was desegre- 
gated. all the white people who could 
afford it took their children away to pri- 
vate schools at nearby Amerieus, leaving 
Plains High School 90 percent black: even 
the white headmaster doesn't send his 
child to his own school. 

Carter's old Baptist church still does not 
admir black people as members, so cousin 
Hugh has raised money to start another 
church which is multi-racial. Everyone 
was waiting to see what Carter himself 
would do when he came home for Christ- 
mas. Exercising the judgement of Sol- 
omon. he attended services at both 
churches.

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NO WAY OUT 


The miserable end of the Palestinian “autonomy” talks 
between Israel and Egypt surprised no one. Not only the talks, 
but the Camp David agreements from which they proceeded, 
were doomed from the start. President Sadat, however, and 
for reasons of his own. chose to follow this road to the bitter 
end. He now finds himself in the position he must have 
dreaded most: His “peace process” is in ruins; the bridges 
with the rest of the Arab world are well and truly blown. There 
is no way out either forward or backward. 

The reasons for the collapse of the process are obvious. The 
main one is that Israel is simply not interested in a peace which 
makes it yield back the occupied territories. And this reflected 
itself in a negotiating position so arrogant and disruptive that 
the wonder is why the talks have not collapsed much earlier. 
The last manifestation of this was the starting of the process of 
the ratification of the law which will provide for the final 
absorption of Arab Jerusalem into Israel, as well as the publi- 
cation of the plans for a vastly expanded settlement building 
program on the West Bank. 

As if to make it even more awkward for Sadat, Israel timed 
its two moves to coincide with Sadat’s revocation of his deci- 
sion to suspend the talks, causing to change his mind once 
more. The Egyptian president could have spared himself a 
great deal of embarrassment had he but sat down to review the 
records of the talks so far. He would have seen that Israel is 
quite impervious to his rather naive maneuvers and that it will 
go on colonizing the West Bank whether he stays in the talks 
or not. 

There was bitter irony also in the stand taken by the Ameri- 
cans over all this. Their view of Sadat? s first decision to with- 
draw from the talks was that it was an exaggerated reaction, as 
if they did not know from first hand how the Israelis left him 
no alternative. U.S. Secretary of State Edmund Muskie went 
even better. Muskie is already giving himself vice-regal airs 
when dealing with the Middle East. He said that Sadat in fact 
wants to continue with the talks, whatever he says now. 

The expectations are that Sadat’s position will collapse once 
more, under the combined pressure from the United States 
and Israel. After all, this is the pattern up to now. His new 
decision to suspend participation is, in any case, formulated in 
such a way as to leave the door open for a comeback. 


AFGHAN NEUTRALITY 


While the NATO and Warsaw Pact powers conduct their 
respective meetings, the government of Afghanistan broad- 
cast its statement offering the neutrality of Afghanistan, and 
the withdrawal of Soviet troops from the country, in return for 
American and Western recognition of the Afghan regime. 

The offer came to the world mainly through the official 
Soviet news agency, Tass — (it is not improbable that the 
agency had a hand in its formulation) — and was immediately 
seen to contain nothing new. As U.S. Secretary of State -Mukie 
said, the Soviet Union had come out with very similar propos- 
als not a long time ago. Last time round, he noted, the offer 
was more a propaganda exercise than anything else; and there 
is no reason to think that this aim has changed. 

There is probably some truth in this. The timing is signific- 
ant, coming as it does as the NATO powers sit to discuss ways 
to intensify pressure on the Soviets as an answer to the inva- 
sion of Afghanistan. But, on the other hand, the Soviets might 
be serious also, since the American sanctions are known to 
have begun to bite. 

That the Soviets are serious, however, does not mean that 
the Western powers will have an easy bargain. The Soviets are 
using their proposals over Afghanistan as a counter through 
which to achieve the neutrality of both Iran and Pakistan. The 
Soviets are especially worried about the possibility of a new, 
larger American intervention in Iran, 

Muskie’ s remark on the Afghan plan is not expected to be 
the end of the matter, especially since the European allies 
appear to want to give it a fuller hearing. In any case, it surely 
figured in the meeting between Muskie and his Soviet coun- 
terpart Gromyko in Vienna Friday. 


Clovis Maksoud on recent developments in Middle East 


f EDITOR’S NOTE: Following is a press conference 
given by die Arab League representative to tike 
United Nations Clovis Maksoud at O.N. headquar- 
ters May 6). 


Recent developments that have taken place war- 
rant the taking of certain position on behalf of the 
League of Arab States. 

First of all die developments in the West Bank 
and the expulsion of the two mayors and die religi- 
ous leader from Hebron (Al-KhalO). In addition to 
the new measures taken to suppress political resis- 
tance in the West Bank, (die expulsions) introduce 
a qualitative change in the whole Palestinian ques- 
tion. The intense level of suppression in the West 
Bank also deariy shows the absolute futility of the 
so-called Camp David negotiations on an auton- 
omy plan. Needless to say, in our estimation, the 
Camp David agreements, pertaining to the Palesti- 
nian question, have introduced a further factor of 
destabilization, instead of the promised step 
towards stability. And, as we approach the deadline 
of May 26 of the autonomy talks, we find that, as a 
result of the Camp David agreements, the situation 
in the occupied territories of Palestine is even more 
dangerous, more threatening to peace than it was 
before. 

Consequently, the Arab states and the Arab 
League, in their assessment of die vote last week at 
the U.N. Security Council, which the United States 
vetoed, and during which some of our Western 
European friends abstained, believe that it is now 
clear that the Palestinian question is not one of the 
issues that are only constant in the U .N. debate, but 
that it is a very serious harbinger of developments 
that can be very dangerous in the Middle East: thus, 
the developments last week in the aftermath of the 
vote, namely the growth of resistance to occupa- 
tion; to the illegal settlements that are proliferating 
in the occupied territories;- and to the permissive- 
ness that the Israeli government has shown towards 
these settlements, which is not only destabilizing 
but provocative. The fact that the negotiations per- 
taining to the so-called autonomy (talks) did not 
inhibit the Israeli authorities from expanding exist- 
ing settlements and licensing new ones — all this, in 
its cumulative effect, introduces a new and danger- 
ous situation in die occupied territories. Because of 
these developments, it is very dear for the Arabs, 
for the Arab group, the Arab League, that the U.N. 
should more effectively be seized on the problem. 
That is why we are now in the process of intensive 
consultations on a Security Council resolution, 
hopefully very brief, concise, and very dear, on the 
absolute need to rescind the order of expulsion of 
the two mayors and the religious leader of Hebron) . 
That freedom Israel arrogates to itself to expel resi- 
dents of the occupied territories; the freedom that it 
arrogates to itself to mutilate the demographic 
character of the West Bank and Gaza, and of 
Jerusalem; and the sequence of provocative acts 
undoubtedly requires that the world body, espe- 
cially the U.N. Security Council, must seize die 
initiative immediately, in orider to rectify and 
defuse a situation that is becoming more and more 
dangerous. As far as the vote last week, it is now our 
intention to move to the U -N. General Assembly in 
the hope that we can secure, from the U.N. General 
Asse mbly, the cor r ec ti ve that was not present in the 
U.N. Security Council on the question of Palestine 
last week in view of the U.S. veto. 

As far as the south of Lebanon is concerned, we 
are still conscious of Israers proxies undermining 
the role of UNIFIL. Israel's proxies continue 
undermining operative pans of UJV. Security 
Council resolution pertaining to Lebanon. We are 
also aware of Israels method of alternating bet- 


ween two fronts — the south of Lebanon, and the 
West Bank — thus deflecting the focus of die inter- 
national community from its violation of all Sec- 
urity Council resolutions. 

The last point I would like to make is that the 
Arab League, the Arab League's Mission to the 
U J?., has, for a long time been deeply concerned 
and has altered the U.N.. about the very extreme 
danger of not having a U.N. presence in die region 
as an effective mechanism to shock absorb the 
further deterioration of relations between the 
United States and Iran in the aftermath of die hos- 
tage crisis. And in the aftermath of the United 
States choosing the military option, which did not 
succeed, there is no doubt that there is, what has 
been termed an agonizing reappraisal on all levels. 

We should like, at this moment, to reiterate the 
need for the secretary-general and the United 
Nations to resurface the U .N. mechanism, perhaps 
redefining its mandate to make it more inclusive; 
broader and more effective in ordeT that this reg- 
ional crisis, and the growing polarization in the Gulf 
area, does not lead to the reinforcement of a des- 
tabilizing process which Israeli aggression con- 
tinues to pursue. That is why we are emphasizing 
our recommendation that, die U.N. mechanism, 
whose establishment we supported in the middle of 
the hostage crisis, should be recharged with credi- 
bility and effectiveness. I think, in view of our dis- 
cussions with many governments of the world, that 
the notion of recharging the U.N. mechanism has 
widespread support among nonaligned and Euro- 
pean countries. I do not dunk that, as long as the 
military option must be ruled out, and is not, at this 
moment being seriously entertained in the after- 
math of the (U.S.) failure, that there is any other 
avenue to bring about a peaceful resolution of this 
conflict except by the revival, the restructuring and 
the redefinition of the mandate of the U.N., so that 
the U.N.'s presence in this crisis becomes more 
visible, more credible, and therefore a shock 
absorber for all attempts of adventurism and the 
risk that it entails. 


would you restructure the U.N. mechan- 


A: It isn't restructuring the U.N. mechanism 
necessarily.... entailing the restructuring of its per- 
sonnel or its membership. It might perhaps entail 
adding (additional personnel), but it definitely 
entails a redefinition of its mandate to make it more 
precise and dear. The U.N. commission that has 
gone to Iran, that is the mechanism available to the 
U.N. Secretariat. If ills (redefined), as I am saying, 
it must become more than an inquiry, and its. man- 
date should be made dearer and more precise to be 
more effective. And I think that there is widespread 
support for this. 

Ch What part of its (mandate) needs to be rede- 
fined or reinforced? ... (Its mandate concerning) the 
grievances of Iran? 

A: The grievances of Iran; the status of the 
hostages; and perhaps also introducing the process 
of a negotiating authority to resolve the question. 

Q: Concerning the role of the Arab League on 
the eve of the (U.S.) sanctions — you have talked to 
the foreign minister, you have told the press here of 
a plan that could be workable.

A: As long as Israel is in the West Bank and in 
southern Lebanon, aslong as Israel decides that the 
U.N. resolutions are irrelevant, and it continues to 
defy them, I think that the international commun- 
ity, and the people involved, are going to insist, by 
whatever, means, on guara nteein g Palestinian 
rights on the one hand and UNIFIL’ s peace func- 
tions on the other. If this can be done peacefully, 
naturally, this is the preferred option. But if it can't 
be done peacefully, 1 suppose the level of defiance 
would have to be met with an equal insistence on 
the proper functioning of Security Council resolu- 
tions. And to that extent, the Dublin communique 
states that Security Council resolutions must be 
matched by performance. We hope thatit will entail 
the minimum level of violence. 

Q: When do you expect the Security Council to 
meet on rescinding the expulsion order? 

A: I think it will be very soon. Consultations are 
going on now about it. 

Q: You said you will invoke the “United for 
Peace* 1 Resolution.

The valleys of Ghitral, Hunza, Swat, Gilgit, 
Kagban, and Skardu are fabled to be the land 
of health and longevity bringing in peace and 
tranquility to the tired city dweller. 

The beautiful ChitraJ Valley, two hundred 
miles long is famous chiefly for its rough polo, 
trout fishing , and trekking. Tricfamir, the 
25.264 foot-high peak of the Hindu Kush, 
reigns throughout the valley making it perfect 
for mountaineering.

Chitral is 
famous for its nigged mountains sulpher 
springs, rivers, and orchards is fascinating 
beyond description. 

A trip to the north of Pakistan will be 
incomplete without visiting the stark moun- 
tainous landscape of Scardu. Situated on the 
banks of the river Indus, Scardu is elevated at 
die height of 800 feet. With its large coflec- 




don of peaks induding the K2 (the world’s 
second highest peak) and huge gladers, it 
attracts a large number of mountain climbers 
from all over the globe. Called a moun- 
taineer's paradise, it is accessable both by air 
and road.

S. Korea to vote on martial law 


SEOUL, May 17 ( AP) — Korea’s majority 
party announced Saturday it will call for early 
elections and an end to martial law, two key 
demands of university students who staged 
violent protests this week. 

The move by the majority Republican 
Democratic party ; in the form of a direct 
request to President Choi Kyu-Hah, was 
believed aimed at blocking a vote in the 
National Assembly on an opposition resolu- 
tion also nailing for early elections and an end 
to martial law. 

The main opposition party has already said 
it will introduce a resolution to that effect on 
Tuesday, when the National Assembly con- 
venes. Its passage would require the vote of at 
least half the majority party members. 

Leaders of (he DRP, which was headed by 
President Park Chung-Hee until' his assassi- 
nation last Ocober, were to meet with Choi 
either Saturday or Monday. 

Choi cut short a Mideast trip and rushed 
back to Seoul one day early following three 
days of violent dashes between thousands of 
students and riot police in Seoul. 

He met with key cabinet members shortly 
after his arrival Friday night and conferred 



with Prime Minister Shin Hyon-Hwack 
Saturday. 

The constitution allows martial law to be 
lifted either by simple majority vote of the 
assembly or by presidential decree. 

Choi had reportedly hoped to keep martial 
law in force until after Kim Jae-Kyu. the 
former Korean Central Intelligence agency 
chief who was convicted of assassinating 


Park, is executed. 

The nation’s supreme court is to hand 
down a decision on Kim’s final appeal Tues- 
day. His execution would mark an end to the 
transition from 18 years of Parks autocratic 
rule. 

The unrest was sparked by dissatisfaction 
among many Koreans over the slowness erf 
government steps toward democratization. 
Choi has lifted emergency decrees prohibit- 
ing dissent and has said elections would be 
held next year. The opposition party and die 
students want elections sooner. 

Political and government leaders have 
ignored die other demand of die students — 
the resignation of military strongman LL 
Gen. Chun Doo-Kwan. 

It was almost the only part of events of last 
week that military censors, who control news 
media under martial law, kept out of the 
newspapers and television newscasts. 

Oran, who heads both the defense security 
command and the KQA, has kept a low pro- 
file. Army troops called in twice during die 
riots to guard intersections and government 
buddings kept out of the student-police 
dashes. 


Vienna talks said blunt 


SHANNON, Ireland May 17 (AP) — U.S. 
Secretary of State Edmund S. Muskie flew 
home Friday night from inconclusive talks in 
Vienna wadi Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko, uncertain if they would reverse the 
current slump in superpower relations. 

A senior U.S. official said the three- hour 
exchange in the Austrian capital earlier Fri- 
day was necessary and gave each an under- 
standing of the othef s "problems and con- 
cerns." 

After the talks, Muskie immediately tele- 
phoned U.S. President Jimmy Carter from 
his Vienna hotel and then briefed several 
European ministers. 

Except for translators Muskie and 
Gromyko met alone and did not use prepared 
statement in their “blunt exchange ” said the 


official, who barred use of his name. He told 
reporters aboard Muskies plane which made 
a fueling stop here that “nothing was said in 
an offensive way, however.” 1 

The U.S .-Soviet talks were die first at a 
high level in eight months. During that time 
the Soviets occupied neighboring Afghanis- 
tan and NATO decided to deploy American 
nudear missiles that can reach Russia. Rela- 
tions were sent skidding. 

Muskie and Gromyko parted without a 
decision on whether they would meet again. 

Instead of heading directly for Washing- 
ton. Muskie will spend the weekend in New 
England for speaking engagements. 

Earlier Friday in Vienna, Muskie said he 
hoped his talks with Gromyko might lead to 
more talks between the superpowers.

U.S. weeds ‘real criminals’ from refugee flow 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (LAT) — David 
Cobb, a U.S. Immigration and Naturalization 
Service spokesman based in Miami, had just 
»poken via telephone on a Pittsburgh radio 
alk show. As usual, some of the station’s 
isteners wanted to know what the U.S. was 
loing about all those c rimina ls Cuban Presi- 
dent Fidel Castro was sending to the United 
States. 

All those criminals (officially “ pretrial 
ietainess ”), say federal officials, total fewer 
ban 500 of more than 37,000 refugees who 
lave made their way to Florida in the last few 
weeks. 

Moreover, said a Department of State 
spokesman, many people who were in Cuban 
tails were there for “ political-type crimes, ” 
which in Cuba include “ stealing bread to 
ivoid starvation. ” Immigration officials say 
nany of these would not be considered “ real 
c riminals ” in this country. 

The job of weeding out the real criminals 
tills on the immigration service, the Federal 
3ureau of Investigation, the Central Intellig- 
:nce Agency and the Defense Department’s 
ntelligcncc division. 

These agencies screen new arrivals after 
hey have been screened previously by health 
iffirials. Health problems also stir fears. But 
mmigration officials say that the refugees are 
is healthy as any segment of the 


Cuban population and that Castro is not 
sending over all his ill citizens, despite the 
discovery of at least one case of leprosy. 

Much of the screening of criminals is done 
by the immigration service. Cobb said the 
screening is “ primarily an interview proce- 
dure, ” during which refugees are questioned 
about their backgrounds. 

Persons with criminal records and those 
who officials believe may be a threat to soci- 
ety are detained.

Tanzania accepts coup 


KAMPALA, May 17 (Agencies) — Tan- 
zanian President Julius Nyerere has accepted 
the Ugandan coup as a fait accompli but has 
demanded guarantees from the new 
authorities against the threat of withdrawing 
his troops from the country, diplomatic 
sources said here. 

Nyerere met members of die military 
commission now controlling Uganda for the 
first time Friday in Arusha, northern Tan- 
zania. The commission members left Kam- 
pala early in the day. 

Tanzania, whose troops last year led the 
successful war to overthrow Idi Amin, still 
has some 10,000 men in Uganda and retains a 
considerable influence over developments 
here. 

The sources said that Nyerere had agreed 
to recognize the new regime and the author- 
ity of the military commission on condition 
that order was maintained, that there would 
be no executions and that the general elec- 
tions scheduled for the end of this year go 
ahead as planned supervised by common- 
wealth commission. 

Meanwhile, in New York two sons of 
Ugandan President Godfey Binaisa expre- 
ssed fear Friday that their father's life may be 
in “ immin ent danger” following the militar y 
coup. 

; Binaisa has been “totally cut off from the 
outside world” since Tuesday, when he was 
put under house arrest in Entebbe by Tanza- 
nian security guards, according to the sons. 

The sons, Patrice and Francis, both college 
students, and die wife of James Namakajo, 
one of Binaisa’ s chief aides who has disap- 


peared. spoke at a news conference here. 

Mrs. Namakajo, her eyes. filled with tears, 
said she had no idea whether her husband was 
still alive and appealed to die world for 
“human justice and humanitarian freedom.” 

The speakers maintained that the military 
coup “was a desperate attempt to prevent 
constitutional elections from being held” 
because Binaisa could not be beaten at the 
polls in a fair election.

Hostage released 

22 killed in Salvador clash 


SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador, May 17 
(AP) — Twenty guerrillas and two soldiers 
died in fighting after a guerrilla ambush of an 
army patrol in northern El Salvador, military 
sources said Fridy. 

Additional skirmishes between troops and 
guerrillas were reported in die area, but the 
mtiitaiy source said he had no immediate 
word on other casualties. 

In other developments, guerrillas released 
a wealthy Salvadoran industrialist they had 
held since Dec. 5, and employees of the 
nation’s agriculture ministry walked off the 
job, demanding more pay. 

Six leftist activist groups and three guerrilla 
organizations have been using various tactics 
during the past months in an attempt to 
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establish a Marxist regime in El Salvador. 

The military source refused to give details 
of the ambush and the fighting on Wednesday 
and Thursday other than say it took place in 
the department erf dialatenango, 65 kilomet- 
ers north of here, near the Honduras border. 

In the fighting, leftists have frequently 
clashed with rightist groups, in power for 
years until the military overthrow on last Oct. 
1 5 of Gen. Carlos Humberto Romero’s right- 
ist regime. 

A mflitaiy-dvilian junta now rules the 
country and has pushed for social and 
economic refrains. More than 1,500 civilians 
have died in die political violence since Jan. 
1, according to die Salvadoran commission 
on human rights. 

The People’s Revolutionary Army, a guer- 
rilla group, Thursday released Adolfo 
Macentee, 75, a wealthy Salvadoran indus- 
trialist they kidnapped Dec. 5. after his family 
paid $ 400, 000 in ransom, according to a 
family friend who requested anonymity. The 
kidnappers originally demanded $ I million 
in cash. 

Government officials say the guerrillas 
have kidnapped nearly 40 persons in the past 
two years, netting $ 100 million in ransom 
money for weapons and ammunition. 

Friday, employees at the agriculture minis- 
try — which is enforcing the junta's land 
reforms — walked off their jobs and 
demanded a 100 per cent increase in pay. 
Ministry employees earn an average $ 150 to 
$ 200 monthly. 

Photo exhibition 
closed following 
U.N. objection 

AMSTERDAM, May 17 (AP) — A world 
press photo exhibition due to have opened in 
the United Nations building in New York has 
been withdrawn after the U.N. exhibits 
committee objected to a third of the photo- 
graphs. 

World Press Photo Foundation Director 
Frans Van De Hulsbeek said the exhibits 
committee found about 100 photos, includ- 
ing 2 6 prize-winning pictures, erf this year’s 
300-photo exhibition unacceptable. 

The committee did not spell cut its objec- 
tions, he said, but he said they probably were 
rejected for political reasons and for the viol- 
ence in some of die photos. 

“As far as we are concerned, it was the 
whole exhibition or nothing, so we withdrew 
it," Hulsbeek said. “But we are haring talks 
at the moment with the New York World 
Trade Center and with several companies 
that have exhibition space and we hope to 
show the exhibition in New York near the 
end of the year." 

Hulsbeek said it was the first time in the 
foundation's 23-year- history that any of the 
photographs in the exhibition, which is shown 
around the world, had been rejected. 

Hulsbeek said photos objected to included 
portraits of Nazi-hunter Simon Wiesenthal, 
the former Shah erf Iran and U.S. Civil rights 
leader Bayard Rustin, pictures erf a bomb 
explosion in Northern Ireland and of an 
execution in Iran.

Austria vote seen as test of Nazi strength 


VIENNA, May 17 (AFP) — Austrians will 
elect a president Sunday in an election that 
will indicate how strong the neo-Nazi cur- 
rents are. 

Outgoing President Rudolf Kirchschlaeger 
is considered sure to be re-elected by the 
country’s 5,200.000 eligible voters though he 
only got 51 .7 per cent of the vole when first 
elected. 

During his first six-year term, his conscien- 
tious! ess «nd unassuming ways won him 
widespread respect, observers said. A presi- 
dent may serve no more than two terms. 

A career diplomat and ex-foreign minister, 
he has not only the support of the r ul i ng 
Socialist party, but is likely to get votes from 
some Christian Democrats (Populists) 
because he is a church-going Roman 
Catholic. 

His leading rival is WQlfried Gredler, 
another career diplomat nominated by the 
small Liberal party and supported by Popul- 
ists. 

He represented Austria at the council of 


Europe in Strasbourg. France, and was 
ambassador to West Germany and Commun- 
ist China. Bur though well-known among 
politicians, he is relatively unknown to the 
general public. 

The third man in the race is the most con- 
troversial one, Herbert Burger of the Con- 
servative Radical party. He can count on 
support from the small neo-Nazi groups and 
citizens nostalgic about the Hitler regime, or 
longing for another anschluss (annexation) 
by Germany. 


Burger is a lawyer who has astutely 
avoided violating laws against Nazi or Fascist 
activities. His political meetings have 
repeatedly sparked leftist protest demonstra- 
tions.. 

The main interest in his candidacy is that 
his score will be a weatheryane indicating the 
strength of the conglomeration of old Nazis, 
neo-Nazis and sympathizers. 

Austria this week celebrated the 25th 
anniversary of its emergence as a modem 
neutral and independent state. 


Franco-Soviet-Polish talks near ? 


WARSAW, May 17 (AFP) — Diplomatic 
and political circles here are certain that 
French President Valery Giscard dEstaing, 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev and Polish 
Communist party chief Edward Gierek will 
meet in the Polish capital Sunday and Mon- 
day.

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EEC meets to decide 
furtherlran sanctions 


NAPLES. Italy, May 17 (AFP) — Foreign 
Ministers from the nine European Economic 
Community ( EEC) countries were meeting 
here this weekend to give the go-ahead to the 
second stage of economic sanctions against 
Iran as agreed at their meeting in Luxem- 
bourg April 22. 

During an informal meeting centered on 
political cooperation, the minis ters also will 
try to draft a European initiative on the Mid- 
dle East towards settlement of the Palestinian 
problem. 

These two issues were the subject of wide- 
ranging talks in Vienna Friday between new 
U.S. Secretary of State Edmund Muskie and 
his German, British and French counterparts. 
Reliable sources indicated that Muskie was 
not entirely successful, as the tune said they 
would not go so far as suspending existing 
contracts with Iran. 

At the April talks in Luxembourg, the nine 
said their sanctions against Iran would con- 
form to international law and to the. January 
United Nations Security Council resolution 
vetoed by the Soviet Union. Reliable sources 
in Vienna said the community ministers 
should not have any difficulty in deriding on 
the new line of sanctions as these have been 
detailed by a group of community experts. 

It also was expected that the ministers 
would reserve the right to re-examine sanc- 


tions if progress was made towards release of 
the U.S. hostages in Iran. U.N. Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim is expected to 
launch a new initiative to resolve the crisis, 
possibly by trying to revive in some form the 
U.N. Legal Commission, which failed in an 
attempt to resolve the crisis two months ago 
in Tehran. 

On the Middle East, there is a strong risk of 
a split between the United States and the 
nine. The community intends to push ahead 
with an initiative on the Palestinian problem 
despite U.S. objections, and this could be 
launched when community heads of govern- 
ment meet in Venice in June. 

Diplomatic sources said that this would be 
aimed at serving Western interests and would 
in no way be seen as an attempt to embarrass 
the United States. Sources said that the prob- 
lem of demands by Britain for a marked 
reduction in the size of its contribution to the 
European budget was unlikely to receive 
much attention as this was now the domain of 
finance ministers. 

British Foreign Secretary Lord Carrington, 
French Foreign Minister Jean Francois- 
Poncet and German Foreign Minister 
Hans- Dietrich Genscher were due to report 
on their talks on Afghanistan with Muskie 
and with Soviet Foreign minister Andrei 
Gromyko.

In the first fortnight of May, the slump in 
the auto and construction industries worse- 
ned and scarcely a day passed by without 
news of redundancies — albeit moderate in 
other sectors. For example, synthetic textile, 
farm machinery and light aircraft have 
recently been affected. 

Demand for all kinds of equipment which, 
together with consumer demand drives the 
economy, continued at a good level in April, 
but the iron axe review has warned that the 
steel industry already on the downturn, sees 
signs of falling off. 

There is now a feeling that unemployment, 
which advanced in April from 6 2 to 7 per 
cent could continue to grow. 

The Business Council has said that unemp- 
loyment will reach 8 per cent in the autumn 
when the recession will be at its worst But the 
AFL-CIO union federation appeared less 
optimistic. 

It is also noted that the Federal Reserve 
Board, which took firm measures March 15 
to restrict credit in the fight against inflation, 
has announced it will ease is credit policy a 
little. 

However, financial analysts have com- 
mented that it is not certain that any relaxa- 
tion of the Fed's policy will slow down the 
recession. 


Prime rate drop Friday spurs market gains 


NEW YORK. May 17 — Although vol- 
ume fefl short of Thursday s substantial trad- 
ing levels, breadth and most of the averages 
moved forward Friday. In group activity, 
energy drugs, housing-related and machinery 
stocks were in demand. Among die indi- 
vidual issues, Hughes Tod, Santa Fe Inti, and 
United Energy Resources registered two to 
three-point gains with Compute rvision and 
Hecla selling off more than a point 
The economic news featured further cuts in 
the prime lending rate to I6V2 per cent with 
Citibank joining in and reducing its prime 
rate by one percentage point. The recessio- 
nary influences were apparent in the FRB 
index of industrial production for April, 
which featured a sharp 1 .9 per cent decline, 
the worst one- month drop since February 
1975. Housing starts were down 2.1 per cent 
in April but much less severe than March's 
major decline of 22 per cent After the dose, 
it was reported that commercial and indus- 
trial loans of the nation's large banks fell $ 
1.37 billion in the week ended May 7. This 


compared with a $417 million decline in the 
previous week MIA, the nation's narrow 
money supply, rose to an average $ 371.2 
billion, up from the previous week’s $ 365.4 
billion. The broader MEB also rose to $ 388.6 
billion, up from the previous week’s $ 383 
billion.

Kingdom’s oil price rise 
could stabilize OPEC leve 


PARK, May 17 (AFP) — There is now a 
serious possibility that the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries might suc- 
ceed in reunifying its prices following Saudi 
Arabia's decision this week raising its oil 
price from $ 26 to S 28 a barrel, experts said 
Friday. 

This could be achieved at the OPEC con- 
ference beginning June 9 in Algiers but 
would only be posable if Saudi Arabia would 
be w illin g to increase its price to $ 30 com- 
pared with the top going rate, some observers 
said. 

The world oil marke t is in its easiest posi- 
tion since the Iranian revolution, with 112 
days of oil stocks, this is 20 days more than 
the normal accepted in the European com- 
munity. At the end of April the United States 
had 53 mflZion tons in stock, or 1 6.8 per cent 
more than on the same date last year. 

Economic recession and higher oil prices 
have reduced oil consumption in the U.S. by 
8.1 percent in April compared with the same 
period last year. In France, heavy fuel oil 
consumption was 9.7 per cent down while the 
reduction in the use of domestic fuel was 1 1 .6 
per cent. 

Observers said this trend favored the 



maintenance of oil prices at current ] 
the immediate future.

The officials accompanying President Jose 
Lopez Portillo, who is on a three-day official 
visit to France, said Mexico wants to develop 
its coal, iron ore, uranium, copper and silver 
mines with French assistance. 

France has been pressing Mexico to 
increase oil supplies beyond the current 
annual 5 million tons of crude contracted 
soon after President Valery Giscard cTEsta- 
lug’s visit to Mexico last year. 

President Lopez Portillo, had a first round 
of discussions soon after his arrival with Pres- 
ident Giscard covering the energy problem,

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Judge rules USOC 
Olympic boycott legal

WASHINGTON, May 17 (AP) - The 
U-S. Olympic Committee had the legal right 
to boycott the Moscow Olympics as a protest 
against the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, a 
federal judge ruled Friday. LT.S. District 
Judge John H. Pratt’s decision dismissed a 
lawsuit attempting to invalidate the commit- 
tee’s April 12 boycott vote. 

Nineteen Olympic hopefuls — l 2 ter joined 
by six other athletes filed the suit in V.S. 
District Court contending the Amateur 
Sports Act of 1978 withheld from the 
Olympic Committee the right to boycott the 
games. 

Pratt, noting the Olympic Committee has 
power to accept or deny Olympic invitations 
before the act' s passage, wrote in a 23-page 
opinion: “We would expect that if Congress 
intended to limit or deny to the USOC pow- 
ers it already enjoyed as a national Olympic 
committee, such limitation or denial would 
be clear and explicit. No such language 
appears in the statute. 

’’Indeed, far from precluding this author- 
ity. the language of the statute appears to 
embrace it." The act made the USOC the 
coordinating body for amateur sports in the 
United Stares and also made it the nation's 
official Olympic representative. 

The athletes contended that the USOCs 
House of Delegates violated not only the 
1978 law but also the Olympic body's own 
charter by caving in to political pressure from 
the Carter administration. Before the April 
vote, Presidenr Carter and administration 
officials had asked the Olympic committee to 
vote against sending a U.S. team to Moscow 
because of the Soviet Intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

And now President Carter is close to win- 
ning his gamble. In launching the appeal for 
an Olympics boycott last February, his advis- 
ers estimated the objective would be reached 
if at least 50 countries refused to send ath- 
letes to the Moscow summer games. 

Now one week from the games entry dead- 
line (midnight. May 24), the list of countries 
whose Olympic committees rejected, or 
intend to reject, the 1 980 games, exceeds 40. 
Along with countries postponing their deci- 
sion until the last minute, it appears likely 
that before the end of next week the number 
of "no" decisions will have passed the 50 
threshold set by the White House. 

Countries like Japan. Netherlands, Israel, 


and some African and Asian states are 
expected to join the boycotters camp, after 
China. Canada. West Germany and Argen- 
tina among others. This would be a very 
severe blow to the Soviet Union diplomati- 
cally and to the Olympic Games in the sports 
sense. 

According to the first estimates on 
Olympic participation capied out before the 
■‘Kabul coup” last December, 110 countries 
should have accepted the invitation from the 
Moscow games organizing committee. Fol- 
lowing a recent official estimate, it seems that 
the number of participants will, more or less, 
equal that of the abstentionists. That is to say, 
around 55 in each camp. 

While the boycott movement became a 
reality in Soviet eyes with the April 13 rejec- 
tion of the games by the United States’ 
Olympic Committee, the Moscow organizers 
said they would consider the games a success 
if the number of contries taking part readied 
that of the last Olympics at Montreal in 1 976. 

With the boycott of African nations (over 
sporting links with South Africa), 88 coun- 
tries took part in the Montreal games. It is 
certain that the “yes" camp will reach 45 
following the most recent decisions by the 
French and Portugese Olympic committees. 
These will be swelled also by the probable 
addition of other committees from Australia, 
French-speaking African states, Belgium, 
Italy, and Ireland. 

Meanwhile, it seems the number of par- 
ticipating countries will be a long way short of 
SS. Ail the more so as some nations may 
review their decision to take part if the 
Olympics too closely resemble the spar- 
takiade Eastern bloc games. 

In Dublin, Ireland, the government of the 
Irish Republic Friday overturned previous 
policy and "strongly urged" the Irish 
Olympic Committee not to go to Moscow. 
This recommendation was tabled at Friday 
morning' s cabinet meeting and the tur- 
naround is seen by observers as an attempt by 
the Irish to fall in with tbe mainstream of 
Western opinion. "Ireland’s partidpation in 
the games would not help the cause of world 
peace and can cilia don,” said a government 
statement issued Friday. 

And in Montevideo, Uruguay’s Olympic 
co mmi ttee voted unanimously Thursday 
night to boycott the summer games.

Moscow games appear grim

NEW YORK, May 17 ( AP) — There will 
be 200 gold medals, but more losers than 
usual in this Olympiad. Here are just a few: 
The cream of Kenya’s athletes — James 
Maina and Mike Boit in the 800 meters, 
Henry Rono in the 5,000 and 10,000 meters. 
Kip Rono in the 30,000 meters steeplechase 
— will not get their names on the immortal 
honor roll. 

American sprinters Harvey Glance and 
Jim Sanford will win nothing at die games in 
Moscow, nor will Bill Rodgers in the 
marathon. Norway’s Grete Waitz and 
American Mary Decker will miss on the long 
distance competition. 


Olympic Analysis 


With the athletes in mind, one member of 
the International Olympic Committee 
(IOC), Kevan Gosper of Australia, is pres- 
sing for a year’s postponement of fee games 
in fee hope that the Afghanistan problem will 
go away. 

“We owe it to this generation of athletes 
who have reached their peak of performance 
for these Olympics Gosper said. He fears 
that if tbe games go ahead this year, with the 
United States, West Germany and most other 
Western countries absent, the Olympic 
movement may be irreparably damaged 

The IOC, however, has decided fee games 
must start in Moscow on July 19, the date of 
the opening ceremony. Lord Killanin , presi- 
dent of the IOC, has had private talks with 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev and U.S. 
President Timmy Carter in the last ten days, 
and has made no apparent progress. 

Carter told him Friday fee United States 
will not change its mind about boycotting fee 
games and will continue to urge other coun- 
tries to boycott them. 

The IOC Executive Board is to meet at 
Lausanne June 9. If the boycott goes on grow- 
ing and the games come down to a competi- 
tion between countries of the Communist 


bloc, fee board might talk about a postpone- 
ment, but there is no sign of feat happening 
now. 

Willi Datune, president of fee West Ger- 
man National Olympic Committee and a 
senior member of fee IOC, said recently: “A 
postponement for one year would be fee 
ideal solution, if it were possible. But apart 
from fee problem of sports schedules, it 
would be necessary for all countries, includ- 
ing the United States, to pledge themselves to 
participate in an Olympics in 1981.” 

Q early feat would be impossible in present 
political conditions. Daume made his 
remarks before fee West German NOC 
decided to join fee boycott. 

Gosper has asked for a special session of 
fee 86-member IOC He is unlikely to suc- 
ceed in that, either. A special meeting can be 
demanded by half of fee members, or it can 
be called by fee president at his discretion, in 
which case he has to give one month' s notice. 

Since the IOC derided in February to go 
ahead with fee games despite the threat of a 
boycott, Killanin feels there is nothing more 
to be be done before May 24, fee deadline for 
entries. Then the foil extent of the boycott 
will be known. 

By then, it will be little more than a month 
to the next scheduled session of fee IOC in 
Moscow, the week before tbe games. Mean- 
while fee Olympic Charter gives fee Execu- 
tive Board full powers to make decisions in 
emergencies. 

Killanin is believed opposed to a special 
session because members might go to that 
and then stay away from fee annual session in 
Moscow, where important derisions have to 
be made for fee future. 

The program for fee 1984 Olympic Games 
in Los Angeles has to be completed. Killanin 
is due to step down at the Moscow games, and 
a president and a vice-president have to be 
elected. “I shall not be a candidate” he said 
this week. But IOC members believe he will 
be ready to go on for a further term if he is 
pressed to do so and no rival candidates are 
put forward.

Polish, Spanish teams 
go for Everest summit 

KATMANDU. Nepal. May 17 (AP) — A 
team o f Polish dimbers pitched its fifth high 
altitude camp Wednesday at 8,500 meters in 
attempt to scale Mount Everest via the ban- 
queted South Pillar route, the base camp 
reported Friday. But tbe report said tbe dim- 
bers have not yet been able to spend the night 
there because of ‘‘strong winds and heavy 
snowfall" on the world - s highest mountain. 

This will be the first attack on the world’s 
highest peak through South Pillar route. 
Everest has been climbed by 22 teams via the 
traditional Southeast Ridge, Southwest Face 
and West Ridge in Nepal and also from the 
northern side from Tibet 

Meanwhile another assault by a 12- man 
Basque Everest expedition is being led by Dr. 
Juan Ignacio Lonento Zugaz, 59. of Victoria. 
One of the team members. Martin ZabaJets 
Laibura. 30. of Hernani, and bis Sherpa 
guide reached the summit of 8,848-meter 
high Everest Wednesday, but while descend- 
ing they were not able to return to iheir camp 
at South Col (pass) at 7,980 meters. They 
were forced to spend the night at about an 
8,700-meter high place in a bivouac in the 
open without food and tent.

The Philadelphia man 
hit the big time in L. A. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 1 7 (LAT) — Paul 
Westhead grew up in a racially mixed neigh- 
borhood here where basketball remains the 
city game. He went the parochial school route 
and was a tough but not greatly gifted college 
guard as SL Joseph’s. 

He started coaching at Cheltenham High, 
which claims Reggie Jackson among its 
graduates. He later coached at SL Joe's and 
LaSalle, another of the so-called big 5 schools 
in the Philadelphia area. He got a master’s 
degree in English literature from a third big 5 
school. Vaianova, and taught English every- 
where he coached.

76ers 123-107. In a seemingly risky career 
move, be uprooted his family, and headed for 
California as an anonymous first-year NBA 
assistant Then, by the slip of a bicycle wheel, 
he found himself head coach of a glamor team 
in a glamor town. Now, with Friday’s victory 
over the 76ets, his hometown team no less, 
tbe Lakers carried the rookie coach to the 
pinnacle of pro basketball. 

Actually. Westhead is still the Lakers’ 
interim head coach .having stepped in for the 
man who brought him west, Jadt McKinney. 
In a bicyde spill last Nov. 8, McKinney incur- 
red serious head and other injuries, and by 
tbe time he said he was ready to return, the 
Lakers were so for into die season that owner 
Jeny Buss decided against bringing him back. 


McKinney subsequently did some scouting 
but has mostly remained in the background. 

At tins point “interim” head coach seems 
to have lost its meaning, because the Lakers 
clearly now are Westhead - s team, even if it 
happened through a quirk, of fate. 

Under Westhead, who quickly won the 
players’ respect despite his lack of NBA 
experience, the Lakers won 60 games, more 
than the dub won under all but one of the six 
previous during the 19 years in Los Angeles 
(Bill Sharman’s 1971-72 championship team 
won a league-record 69 and 60 the following 
season). Then the Lakers, led by players 
nearly everyone knows (Abdul- Jabbar, 
Magic Johnson, Jamaal WQkes, Norm Nixon) 
and by a coach known to few except basket- 
ball junkies in Philly, defeated Phoenix and 
Seattle, each in games, to reach the final 
round against Julius Eruving and die 76ers. 

Buss, who brought the Lakers last June, 
may be hard pressed to denote a man who 
took his team to the championship. Buss, 
sources say, is inclined toward keeping 
Westhead as head coach, and either helping 
McKinney (who had been a first-year NBA 
head coach himself) find a head coaching job 
somewhere else or put him- to work in the 
Lakers organization. 

But that. Buss says, is a decision he’K tpake 
later. Westhead does nit even like to think 
about it, much less discuss it. because he and 
McKinney were extremely dose before mis- 
fortune (McKinney’s) and good fortune 
( Westhead* s) converged and came between 
their friendship, perhaps inevitably, at least 
tbe time being. 

Now the focus is on the Lakers and Westb- 
ead in a basketball Philadelphia story. What 
is coming home like for the local boy who hit 
it big in Los Angeles, Westhead was asked 
before game, 3,. which the Lakers won by 10 
points. 

‘Tin just a casual visitor now, in for a 
weekend business trip,” he said. “I just want 
to come out with a couple of sales.” Even at8 
in the morning, bleary-eyed in a hotel coffee 
shop after losing three, hours to the time 
change, with hislongish hair mussed resembl- 
ing a rock star, Westhead is a conversational- 
ist, one who goes beyond the usual disches. 
Instead of saying it was great to be back, great 
to see old friends and great to be coach of a 
championship contender, he said: 

“You can never go home again. Home is 
where you are and where your family is. This 
is not home anymore. It was home, but if s 
gone now. Tm treating Philadelphia like ifs 
Milwaukee or Kansas city. We’ve come to 
perform a job that is paramount. This 
approach doesn’t present a problem because 
thafs the way I am. I don’t want fanfare. I 
didn’t expect a parade. I knew there’d be no 
one waiting at the airport.”

This very doubtful contract 
proved to be unbeatable. West 
led the ten of dubs and 
declarer went up with the ace, 
played the K-A of trumps, then 
fnwhpH five diamond tricks, 
discarding a heart and a dub 
from dummy. The only trick 
South lost was a dub, and he 
scored 980 points. 

It would not have helped 
West to lead the heart ace 
instead of a dub. In that case, 
declarer would have scored 
twelve tricks consisting of five 
spades, five diamonds, a heart 
and a dub.

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Khomeini launches press crackdown 


Oil pipeline ablaze in Khuzestan 


TEHRAN, May 17 (Agencies) — Fire 
raged in Iran's major cal producing region 
after a pipeline was Mown up and set aflame, 
Tehran Radio has said. The area is a battleg- 
round where government troops have 
clashed with Arabs fighting for autonomy. 

The radio, quoting an official Pars news 
agency report, said the pipe between Naft- 
E-Shah and Kermanshah was blown Thurs- 
day night and workers immediately shut it 
down and waited for the flames to subside 
- before beginning repairs. Despite firefighting 
efforts the Maze continued Friday, it said. 

1 Iran’s oil fields are in the region where 
most of the Arab ethnic minority lives. They 
and members of other minorities in mostly 
Persian Iran had expected the new regime to 
give them more regional independence after 
the 1979 revolution. When that failed to 
happen they began a struggle against the cen- 
tral government that has continued sporadi- 
cally since. 

In the Khuzestan province, that has led to 
sabotage in the oil fields. Earlier this month 
the rebellion was carried to London, where 
Iranian Arabs seized the Iranian Embassy, 
: took hostages, and held out for six days 
; before British commandos crushed them. 

Plans for achieving the release of the 53 
American hostages in Iran were under dis- 
cussion in Pakistan and Europe, meanwhile, 
; as the captives spent their 196th day as pris- 
oners of militants.

Most of the hostages reportedly have been 
moved from the captured American Embassy 
in Tehran and dispersed to IS cities through- 
out Iran, since last month's failed U.S. milit- 
ary attempt to rescue them. The newly 
elected Iranian parliament, which is domi- 
nated by islamic hardliners, has been given 
the right to decide their fate. 

European allies of the United States had 
vowed to cut off certain exports to Iran on 
Saturday if there is no “ decisive progress ” 
on the hostage issue, but the affies seemed 


hesitant to keep their word as a Common 
Market foreign ministers' meeting got 
underway in Naples, Italy. 

Ayatollah Khomeini, responding to 
groundsweO complaints from religious lead- 
ers, called for a purge within die Iranian 
media of all “ non-Islamic elements favoring 
the West ” 

The purge, taking in both broadcasting and 
the written press, follows a drive against die 
country’s newspapers nine months ago. 

The 79-year-old guide of the Iranian 
revolution last Thursday met the new head of 
the state broadcasting network Tahi Farabi 
and urged him to purge all such elements 
from Iranian radio and television. 

The “Voice and Image of the Islamic 
Republic, ” as the network is now called, had 
to be 100 per cent Islamic or it would repres- 
ent a danger for the revolution, he told 
Faxahi. 

His request came against a background of 
complaints against Iranian radio and televi- 
sion from the religions hierarchy. 

Last March, Ayatollah Seyyed Khamenei, 
Imam of the traditional Friday prayers, vig- 
orously criticized the “ massive screening of 
Western films ” on Iranian television over 
the Iranian new year. 

Khomeini's call for a clean up in the state 
radio and television is however running hand 
in hand with a similar campaign in the Tehran 
press. 


As part of this campaign, Ibrahim Yazdi, a 
former roving representative of Khomeini, 
has been named director of the newspaper 
Kayhan. Hodjatoleslam Doai, former Iranian 
ambassador to Iraq, has been named editor of 
another newspaper, Ettelaat. 

Khomeini took the opportunity of the 
appointments to serve notice cm all journal- 
ists that the limits to freedom of expression 
were those imposed by the “interest erf the 
people.” 

Meeting the new editor of Ettelaat Friday 
he charged that “certain educated and exces- 
sively Westernised minds were corrupting the 
country and throwing it into the hands of 
imperialism and Zionism. These people 
should not benefit from freedom of expres- 
sion.” 


In another development, an American 
woman journalist arrested 12 days ago cm 
spying charges has been moved from 
Tehran’ s Evin Prison to an undisclosed desti- 
nation, an official spokesman said Saturday. 

But permission to visit her has still been 
denied to the Swiss Embassy, which is handl- 
ing U.S. affairs in Iran. 


Swiss Ambassador Eric Lang said the Ira- 
nian Foreign Ministry refused to say where 
she was held or to specify exact charges 
against her. Cynthia Dwyer, a freelance jour- 
nalist from Buffalo, New York, was arrested 
by revolutionary guards on May 5. 


Britain plans 


inquiry into 


press curbs 


LONDON, May 17 (AP) — A House of 
Commons committee plans to investigate the 
government system used to curb news 
research and reporting, government sources 
confirmed Friday. 

The much-criticized D~ notice system, the 
target of the investigation, is used to warn 
reporters off what the government deems a 
sensitive area of national security. Critics say 
the system is used to cover up government 
bungling as much as to guard defense secrets. 
They also charge that it is widely used to stifle 
news and comment on matters of legitimate 
public concern. 

It will be the first time since the system was 
set up in 1912 that it has come under public 
scrutiny. It is to be investigated by the House 
of Commons select committee on defense, 
which can recommend- ••‘t 1 legal changes. 

The probe was ordered after the leftist New 
Statesman magazine challenged the D (for 
defense) notice system last February by 
reporting that police were engaged in a mas- 
sive telephone-tapping operation. 

The system involves consultation between 
news organizations and the defense ministry. 
Editors are asked not to publish information 
the government says is harmful to security 
and warned that they could be prosecuted 
under the tough official secrets act, which 
makes anything secret that the government 
chooses and provides for hefty fines and 
imprisonment. 

The D- notice have no legal backing, but 
behind the system lies the subtle arm-twisting 
that much of British officialdom prefers to 
the clear rules employed by governments els- 
where. 

In most cases the D-notice system works 
without press challenge. Editors, unpro- 
tected by constitutional guarantees of press 
freedom or a freedom of information act as in 
the United States, heed the vaguely worded 
warning rather than take the risk. 

At present there are 12 D-notices in operation, 
all issued in 1971. They cover such subjects as 
Britain's war preparedness, nuclear weapons 
and intelligence services. 

Journalist and electronics expert Duncan 
Campbell, writing in New Statesman, 
described a vast bugging and telephone tap- 
ping operation mounted by British secret ser- 
vice agents and police in conjunction with the 
post office. 

He alleged they systematically tap 10,000 
telephones a year, monitoring the communi- 
cations of diplomats, lawyers, union leaders 
and strike organizers, tap phones at the U.S. 
and other embassies, and hide the top secret 
operation from parliament by funding it with 
money laundered from other departments. 

D-notices 10 and 11 specifically warn 
journalists off this area. CampbeD, arguing 
■ l it is tim e we knew more about how the 
country is run, ” took the considerable risk of 
ignoring them. So far, he has not been prose- 
cuted.

PEKING, May 17 (AP) — China has 
more than 1,000 giant pandas and is step- 
ping up measures to protect them in view 
of their vulnerablity to natural enemies, 
the official Xinhua News Agency has said. 

It said 138 pandas died in 1975 and 
1976, when large tracts of arrow bamboo, 
the panda's main food, suddenly died. 
Some pandas also died in a local earth- 
quake, it said. 

Pandas are prized not only in China, but 
abroad. China has given giant pandas to 
■the United States, Britain, Japan and 
ocher countries. 


NAIROBI, May 17 (LAT) — Five years 
ago Hilary Ng'weno began at weekly news 
magazine that promised to report critically on 
events in Kenya and elsewhere in black 
Africa. 

It wasn’t only Ng’weno’ s shortage of funds 
that made the project seem unlikely to suc- 
ceed, or that the Weekly Review ’ s editorial 
staff numbered just two, or that Ng’weno’ s 
credentials as editor seemed unlikely — he 
was raised in the Nairobi slums and studied 
mathematics and physics at Harvard. 

The problem was more basic, for in most of 
Made Africa critical comment is carefully 
controlled by governments, and often not 
tolerated at all. There are exceptions, notably 
Kenya, Nigeria and Ghana. But even in those 
countries the line between government boos- 
ter and independent commentator can be a 
fine one.

Most people who read the first edition in 
February 1975. were certain that the Weekly 
Review would not last a month. Half the orig- . 
inal press run went unsold. The advertising 
community — which was and still is control- 
led by foreigners — stayed away in droves, 
unwilling to give its support to anything that 
might nettle the government 

Yet Ng’weno and his wife, Fleur, gave a 
party recently to celebrate the Weekly 
Renew 's fifth anniversary. The attorney 
general was there, praising the magazine's 
contribution to Kenya. Ambassadors, mem- 
bers of parliament and most of the foreign 
press corps were there as well. 

The Weekly Review has yet to turn a profit 
— “ Though I can now see the day when we’II 
be in the black. '' Ngf weno said — and adver- 
tising still accounts for only 20 per cent of the 
content. But circulation has risen to 35,000, 
including 1,000 foreign subscriptions, and 
the magazine has received international and 
local recognition as a publication of 
unmatched editorial excellence in black 
Africa. 

“ I’ve written things that have angered the 


government and nothing has happened.” 
Ng'weno said recently in his rented offices 
above Moi Avenue. ■* I don’t know how 
much further I could have gone and gotten 
away with it, but certainly there is a govern- 
mental tolerance toward criticism in Kenya 
that is absent in most African countries. ” 

Ng’weno’ s political analysis is so astute 
that some diplomats base their reports to 
their governments almost exclusively on what 
they read in the Weekly Review. The publica- 
tion also examines issues that are left 
untouched in most African countries — 
income distribution, tribal rivalries, rising 
unemployment, the performance of parlia- 
ments. 

In 1962, after graduating from Harvard, 
which he attended on a scholarship, Ng? weno 
joined the Daily Nation as a reporter, at a 
salary of $ 200 a month. He soon drifted on to 
several better-paying jobs, but eventually 
returned to the Nation and became its editor- 
in-chief. The paper was staffed largely by 
British expatriates in those days. 

He wuit two years after becoming editor 
and founded a satirical magazine called Soe. 

“ I was taking the editor’s job too seri- 
ously, " he recalled. “ I was caught between 
the pressures of publishers and government 
There was just too much business at stake 
that I didn’t understand when I took the 
job. ” 

The Weekly Review was bom when 
Ng’weno sold his interest in Joe. The news- 
magazine is aimed unabashedly at the edu- 
cated upperdass. Its editorial positions are 
conservative by African standards and are 
unwaveringly tough on apartheid and super- 
power intervention in African affairs. 

In 1977, Ng’weno received the John D. 
Rockefeller Award, given annually by the 
Rockefeller Foundation to men and women 
under 40 who have “ made an outstanding 
contribution to the well-being of mankind. " 

Ng’weno used the $ 1 0,000 prize to pay off 
some of the Weekly Renew ’s debts. 


Disorder 
said good 

for health 


WASHINGTON, May 17 (WP) — What 
does a major challenge to die second law of 
thermodynamics (you know, the one that 
says the universe is foiling apart into chaos) 
have to do with your health? 

Quite a lot Everything, perhaps, Marilyn 
Ferguson will tell you. 

And not just your health, but the quality of 
your life, the existence, even, of your species. 

Marilyn Ferguson is a synth exist, someone 
for whom patterns evolve out of seemingly 
unrelated pieces, someone who makes con- 
nections. 

She has taken the work of Nobel prize- 
winning chemist Ilya Prigogine, and his 
theory of dissipative structures, tied them up 
with the theory of some paleontological 
Young Turks who are gently suggesting that 
Darwin's evolutionary theory has some seri- 
ous gaps in n. To this she has added the 
astonishing proliferation of self-help groups, 
organizations, societies and networks and 
come op with something she calls the 
“Aquarian conspiracy” — Aquarian for its 
connotations of a new age dawning and con- 
spiracy from its Greek meaning," to breathe 
together." It is the tide of her recently pub- 
lished book. 

It is at the same time be nign and awesome. 

Prigogine' s theory of dissipative structures, 
as Ferguson describes it — and quite candidly 
offers that she does it better than the Belgian 
scholar himself — holds that disorder is the 
precursor of a higher order. Open systems, 
processes or, as the scientists say, “none- 
qualibrium systems" are those which take 
energy in. transform it and put energy out 
“Such as a town,” says Ferguson, “or an 
amino add, a human being, your psyche, your 
brain, all open systems. 

“We appear to have form " she said, con- 
tinuing her explanation of the Prigogine 
theory,” but we are like a whirlpool. We 
appear to have form, but we are just whirling 
electrons.” 

“ We are constantly nothing but a bunch of 
energy being processed. Into this whirlpool, 
the more complex the system. - the more 
energy it requires to hold it together. There- 
fore, die more complex — the scientists call it 
'coherent* — the more fluctuations are poss- 
ible. 

“What prigonine said,” said Ferguson, “is 
that if there are great enough fluctuations, it 
(the open system) flies apart and comes back 
together at a greater level of organization. 
Out of the flying apart, it organizes itself at a 
more complex level. The more complex, the 
more likely it is to keep transforming.” 

“A relatively free and complex society is 
going to keep transforming itself and when 
these shakeups occur, whether in your own 
system undeigoing a crisis to which you must 
adapt, or in the culture, those fluctuations can 
bring about a whole renewal of that culture.” 

Prigogine’ s theory, says Ferguson, “fits 
right in with what is known as the ‘punctuated 
theory* of evolution.” 

The thesis of this theory, held by a group of 
young paleontologists, anthropologists and 
zoologists, is that Charles Darwin erred in his 
conclusion that evolution was a gradual pro- 
cess. 

The great naturalist promised that some- 
day all the missing links would be found to 
prove his conclusions, but in fact, those mis- 
sing links have not turned up. The younger 
scientists are beginning to believe that, in 
fact, they were never there. Instead, the 
theory bolds, “evolution happens in jumps, 
very rapidly," Feruguson told a group erf con- 
gressmen and congressional aides at a recent 
luncheon. “When a species is stressed, the 
theory says, when it is at the edge of its toler- 
ance — geographically, climatically, what- 
ever — very rapid changes and mutations 
take place and a new species arises very sud- 
denly. 

“So " says Ferugson,“if you start thinking 
of stress as not a bad thing , but inevitable, 
resulting in charge that itself leads to trans- 
formation that leads to sharp and radical 
changes... it can be a very useful way of think- 
ing.”
